SOME OHUiDREN OVERLOOKED. 



Unintentional i>addlng of last 
year's ^hool census Is responsible 
for the falllni; off In thi.s year's cen- 
sus, according to the euuinerators, 
who took the census this year, and 
not a decrease In population or loose 
work, aa at first thought responsible. 
When the entimerators took the ren- 
Bus last year, thoy included a num- 
ber of children, about a hundred, 
say the enumerators, who should 
not have been counted. The law 
says a child should be d years old on 
he flrat ot July to be counted aa at 
the school age. Unintentionally, the 
enuiuoraiors counted the children ot 
chool a^e. whose birthdays came 
within the year aud uot before July 
Thla year tJbe eponverators fol- 
lowed the law strictly, they elalm. 

However, a number of children 
were not counted In this year's cen- 
sus who are of school a^e. and 
with the ones wrongly eonnted lust 
year, will account for the. falliug off. 
Making all allowances . the census 
should show Paducah about at a 
standstill In child population, 11 Is 
estimated.

Cor- 
oner Frank Baker will go to Metrop- 
olis this afternoon and locate the 
body, reports relative to Its exact lo- 
i.itiiui being confused Yesterday 
au rnoun a luluphono inessagu was 
received from Justice Dli k Knott, of 
Ibo Raglaud district, by Coroner 
Frank Baker. Several fishermen had 
reported to the matfstrate of the 
finding of the body. It lies on a high 
sand bar, doubtless where It has laid 
slu<'o the la.-^t fall of the river. Thu 
only rloibnit; "u 'be corpsu are soc ks, 
and the flesh is so badly decomposed 
that It Is impossible to tell whether 
It be a white or negro man. Coroner 
Baker will bury the body in Ken-. 
(Ill ky and will also bold the Inquest 
at Ibo place of fluding. 

'I'bU afternoon Coroner Baker re- 
leived a telephone message from 
Kagland saying that the body was lo- 
cated live miles below Metropolis.

Oswln was to have opened the 
saloon tor business early this morn- 
ing, but when Edgar Harvlek. the 
proprietor, arrived at 7 o'clock, the 
saloon had not bean opened. He 
thought, Oawin bad apaat the 
night at' his old rooming place over 
the Wagner saloon on f?outh Second 
street. Movements as of some one 
stirring upstairs caused Harvlek to 
send the porter up to Inveatigate. 
.Mitchell, the porter, foaad Oswln 
silting on the edge of the bed and 
he asked Mitchell several Incoherent 
questions and In endeavoring to rise, 
fell back on the bed. Harvey then 
went upstairs and saw Oswln fall 
back unconscious from a standing 
poaltion. 

On the floor Bear the dpor was a 

i)oi>l of blood. Indicating that Os- 
win eitli.-r !i:ii| fallen there OB en- 
teilng tile iiKini, or iiad been struck 
at tho door bv the robber. Ills clothe.^ 
were iilacM around the room In or- 
der and as if with care, which gIvSB 
snbetauce to tho theory that he ws< 
struck after he waa in bia room. 
Drs, B. Li. Bradley waa niBmoaea 
and foond Oswin haul received two 
blows, one on the forehead and one 
on the cheek, apparently with a 
blunt Instrument. 

Exaniinatirin failed to find any 
trace of the $100. Of this amount ISO 
was money of the ealooo, aad the 
remainder was OawlB'a aoney. 
Oswln was to keep the money on- 
tU thla morning to use in the early 
raornln" trade, 

Alice Llleg, who rooms across the 
hall from 0.>wln. said that she 
was In her room all night, not hav- 
ini; gone out at supper, and does not 
remember ot hearing anyone go in 
and out. To get to his room Os- 
win would have to pass her room 
Nothing waa disarranged in the room 
>o Indicate a struggle. Oswln 
iiiiirmured when found this morning, 
"It's gone", presumably speaking 
about tlie money. When Dr Hradley 
reached hiiii at 7:;!U o'clock, he wss 
seml-( onsc.oii.s. Harvick, proprietor, 
does not know anything of Os- 
wln's movemeuts after leaving him 
Sunday atternooa. 

At 10:30 o'etock Oswln was re- 
moved to the Riverside hospital. 
Ills Room Searched. 
A iat.-r search of Oswln 8 room 
this nioriiing discovered 119.61 un- 
der the mattess of the bed. Nine dol- 
lars and forty-flve cents were In a 
ssck aad the rest waa tn a pocket- 
book In bills. His watch was lying on 
the washstand with his key to the 
door. This leaves $80 anaccounted 
for The police are working on tha 
case. 

Fred Oewin has lived In Pa- 
ducah off and OB tor sevieral yeare. 
It was reported several montha ago 

that he rame n'o .i large Sam ot 

money from Kuroiieui relations and 
for months he tijv.:,,i uvr; the 
country extensively. Kdwar Harvick 
had employed him a few days ago to 
work In the salooa while be took a 
trip.
